Co nnersv ille, Ind., July 3 1 .—Lest­ 
er Smy th, 3 5 , a printer o f Rushv ille 
narro wly eseaped ro ugh 
handling 
by a cro wd o f 1 5 0 enraged men and 
bo y s last night at abo ut 1 1 o ’clo ek 
because he was alleged to hav e made 
so me insulting and unpatrio tic re­ 
marks co ncerning the United States 
nav y . 
Smv th is held in jail here 
.pending an inv estigatio n o f his co n­ 
duct by the federal autho rities. 
•Smy th, who is said to hav e been 
drinking, created a disturbance at 
the co rner o f Fifth street and Cen­ 
tral av enue. 
He insisted o n talking 
in a lo ud v o ice and his remarks are 
said to hav e made light o f the nav y . 
One man to o k ex ceptio ns to Smy th’s 
wo rds and kno cked him do wn. 
This 
did no t satisfy Smy th as he co ntin­ 
ued his alleged unpatrio tic remarks 
as so o n as he go t to his feet. 
On arising fro m the grdiind Smy th 
is alleged to hav e said any o ne was 
a fo o l to jo in the nav y as it did no t 
amo unt to any thing. 
By this time 
a cro wd estimated at 1 5 0 peo ple had 
fo rmed abo ut Smy th and he started 
ind ran wfth the cro wd in clo se pur­ 
suit, ev idently bent. °n griv ing him 
a little ro ugh treatment. The chase 
co ntinued fo r 
two 
squares 
when 
'Smy th was captured by Lieut. Mc­ 
Co y o f the nav al recruiting statio n 
here. McCo y go t Smy th away fro m 
the menacing cro wd and to o k him to 
jail. 
•Sheriff Hendrickso n stated to day 
that he wo uld no t arraign Smy th o r 
turn him o v er to lo cal autho rities 
until he had heard fro m the federal 
o fficials. 


Lester Smy th, mentio ned in the 
^abo v e dispatch resides here and has 
a wife and family . He has liv ed here 
sev eral y ears, being a 
printer by 
trade and recently has been emplo y ­ 
ed by the Daily Jackso nian. 
Stny th at o ne time was activ e in 
the pro gressiv e 
party , but peo ple 
who hav e heard him talk declare he 
was mo re o f a so cialist than pro ­ 
gressiv e. 
fin the last campaign he 
acted as chairman o f the pro gress­ 
iv a party in Rush co unty . 
Lo cal 
peo ple who kno w him declare that 
he was no t respo nsible^ fo r his re­ 
marks and ev idently was no t seri­

up, there is little chance for any one 
to exercise influence with the exam­ 
iners to escape army duty. 
The rules and regulations for the 
guidance of physicians are so strict 
and clear that little troub le is antici­ 
pated in interpreting, them. 
When­ 
ever a physician ig in doub t as to 
whether a person is eligib le he is al­ 
ways instructed to ask the advice of 
another physician and finally to put 
the matter b efore the b oard. 
Only 
in the rarest cases, howrever, could 
physicians have any doub t as to a 
man’s eligib ility. 
Officials in the 
provost marshal- 
general’s office again emphasize the 
necessity for the examiners and local 
b oard to rememb er that they are en­ 
gaged in a patriotic work for their 
country and that they must not dis­ 
play the slightest 
feeling 
toward 
any individaul who is examined. 
“We would like to have such im­ 
partiality and fairness shown that 
there will not b e a single kick any­ 
where in the United States,”

He insisted on talking 
in a loud voice and his remarks are 
said to have made light of the navy. 
One man took exceptions to Smyth's 
words and knocked him down. This 
did not satisfy Smyth as he contin- 
ued his alleged unpatriotic remarks 
as soon as he got to his feet.
